“If the Allies had intended to crip­ 
ple Germany 
beyond 
repair,” says 
Colliers, “they should have seen to it 
that she Was

Out of every dollar we have appro­ 
priated for the fiscal

1921, 88 
cents goes for past and future wars. 
The year before, w ar’s share was 93 
cents on every dollar. Germany is, by 
order of Versailles, released from all 
that. 
And thereby she got a huge ad­ 
vantage which the rest of us hope to 
acquire also after the coming dis­ 
armament Conference.”

Asphalt surfaces have 
an average lifeApnging from 20 to 25 
years and foundations, if thus pro­ 
tected, should last not less than thirty 
vears. 
When a foundation is covered 
with a shock absorbing surface that 
receives the Impact of heavy traffic 
the base need not be so thick, thus 
affording a material economy.

Edwards’

denunciation 
of the eighteenth amendment, as­ 
tute 
political 
observers 
believe 
that he intends to make his cam­ 
paign for United States Senator 
Frelinghuysen’s seat on a 
plat­ 
form for the repeal of the prohibi­ 
tion law. 
Governor Edwards said: 
“Pro­ 
hibition is a flat failure. 
It pro­ 
hibits ony one class—those who 
have not the price. 
The rich can 
get all they want. 
Farmers are 
still able to brew their own. 
All 
they have to do 
is to 
prepare 
juices and the 
Lord 
ferments 
them. 


“As 1 see it, one of the princi­ 
pal reasons for the failure of pro­ 
hibition is that 
those entrusted 
with the enforcement of the law 
are the most persistent violators. 
I dare say that hardly more than 
a dozen men in congress 
have 
empty hip pockets or empty cel- 
ars. 
Prohibition is undermining 
the character of the people. 
It is 
making of the United 
States a 
nation of liars and criminals, for 
every one who buys and drinks 
liquor, in the sight Of the law, is 
a criminal. 
I have 
seen 
more 
drunkenness in the last two years 
than ever before. 
I am not op­ 
posed to prohibition 
because 
of 
persona! deprivation, but because 
it is an infringement of personal 
liberty. 
I do not drink liquor nor 
other intoxicating beverages, nor 
does any member of my* family. 
“I do not wish to be understood 
as favoring the saloon. 
I am glad 
that institution has been abolish­ 
ed, for it was the greatest curse 
of the nation, 
it was in the sa­ 
loon that the treating habit devel­ 
oped 
and 
resulted 
in 
drunken­ 
ness. 
Where wdnes and beer are 
served at the table there is scarce­ 
ly any intoxxication at any time. 
Whore cards are enjoyed in the 
family circle there is hardly any 
gambling. 
Prohibit alcoholic bev­ 
erages and card playing in the 
home and members of the family 
will go to excess wrhen outside. No 
nation ever became great on 
a 
“Thou shall not” diet. 
There can 
be no character without tempta­ 
tion. 
Our Savior preached this. 
No credit is due a young man or 
woman who remains good because 
he or she is shut 
up 
in 
glass 
cases.” 


When reminded that defenders 
of prohibtion claim the next gen­ 
eration will know nothing of in­ 
toxicating drinka nd therefore be 
saved from many ‘ forms of sin 
and crim e. Governor Edw'ards re­ 
torted:

Newburg or 
planked shad. 
Our progencv will 
discover vices and 
the

ment of honor and character alone 
will 
prevent 
their 
indulgence. 
There always will be sin. 


“Prohibitionists say that drunk­ 
enness is inherited and that a gen­ 
eration or two will wipe out the 
predisposition. 
We all know' of 
sons and daughters of 
straight- 
laced parents who became black 
sheep, and we also know' of great, 
good men who came from homes 
whose fathers were drunkards. Re­ 
formers mean well, but they are 
misguided and fanatical. 
Their 
next step will be to attack the 
theater, tobacco and automobiles. 
They will try to turn Sunday into 
gloom day. 
“I feel sorry for the immigrant 
who comes here to escape oppres­ 
sion. 
He soon realizes he is more 
oppressed than he was in Europe. 
His main pleasure, 
enjoying 
a 
glass of beer with his family after 
a hard day s work, is.denied: but. 
as I said before, it is only the 
poor man. who can't get it. 
“Bootleggers are becoming rich.

roads,” Secretary Austin said, “and 1 
this number can be doubled within 
a year ii a portion of the $60,000,-; 
oOO fund is obtainable for undertak 
ing more road projects. 
Moreover. j 
it the federal 
bureau of 
roads j 
would 
immediately 
meet 
tRe | 
amount oi funds that the state has! 
| allowed for building highways, 
as i 
provided for under lederal law, the 
number of men working on roads 
at the present time 
could 
be al­ 
most doubled within 
six 
months, j 


j This would be an immediate means 
jot' reliet for the many men in 
the 
state who are unemployed at 
the 
; present time. 
“If the funds under the new road 
law were made available,” 
Secre­ 
tary Austin said, “the state could 
start surveys on the 1.500 miles ot 
highway added to the state system 


j under the new law. 
This 
work 
would require 100 
engineers and 
draftsmen. 
. 
Moreover, 
arrange­ 
ments will go forward to let 
con 
tracts on road projects 
that 
have 
been and are being surveyed

platted at the present time. 
“As soon as the 
new highway
